In connection with its investigation into the 
circumstances surrounding the death of President John F. 
Kennedy, the Select Committee on Assassinations requests 
access to the following materials: 


1. All written communications and directives 
from CIA Headquarters to the CIA's JMWAVE 
Station pertaining to the assassination of 
President Kennedy; 


2. All responses by the CIA's JMWAVE Station to 
written communications and directives from CIA 
Headquarters pertaining to the assassination 
of President Kennedy; 


3. All written communications and directives from 
CIA officials to personnel of the CIA's Special 
Affairs Staff pertaining to the assassination 
of President Kennedy; and 


4. All responses by the CIA's Special Affairs 
Staff personnel to written communications and 
directives from CIA officials pertaining to the 
assassination of President Kennedy. 


In addition, the Select Committee requests the fol- 
lowing information: 


1. The number of defectors from the Cuban Intel- STAT 
ligence Services in contact with the CIA at the 
time of President Kennedy's assassination; 
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2. The procedures, if any, which were undertaken 
to debrief those defectors from the Cuban In- 
telligence Services in contact with the CIA 
cited above with respect to their knowledge of 
the circumstances surrounding the assassination 
and, in particular, their knowledge of and/or 
opinions regarding the possibility of the Cuban 
Government's involvement in the assassination 
of President Kennedy; , 


3. A detailed explanation of all efforts undertaken 
by the CIA to contact the CIA's Cuban assets and 
Cuban sources with respect to their knowledge of 
the circumstances surrounding the assassination 
of President Kennedy, and in particular, their 

knowledge of and/or opinions regarding the 
possibility of the Cuban Government's involve- 
ment in the assassination of President Kennedy. 


The Committee would appreciate access to the above- 
cited materials and information within five working days of 
receipt of this communication. 


Since some of the information contained in this 
letter was derived from classified materials contained in 
CIA files, you may wish to consider assigning an appropriate 
classification indicator to this correspondence.
